Cooperator, Nursery 
Get Sitters Pool Aid 

At its semi-annual meeting last 
Tuesday, the Sitters Pool of Green- 
belt voted to allot three months’ 
dues to the Cooperator and an 
equal portion to the Child Care 
Center. 

Now in its fourth year of exist¬ 
ence, the Sitters Pool has thirty- 
three active family members. 
Originally it w^as a service organ¬ 
ized by the local branch of the wo¬ 
men’s auxiliary of a government 
union and had less than ten mem¬ 
bers. 

Because of its unique set-up, 
which includes by-laws and dues, 
and the boon it has been to a grow¬ 
ing number of Greenbelters, the 
Pool has more than tripled its 
membership. It is now an inde¬ 
pendent group which meets twice 
a year to discuss problems which 
may have arisen, possible changes 
in the by-laws, and the disposition 
of the monthly dues of fifty cents 
which each member pays regard¬ 
less of the number of times the 
service has been used. 

In the past, this money has been 
allocated to the Cancer Fund, the 
Heart Fund, the March of Dimes, 
the overseas service of the National 
Council of Jewish Women, the Co¬ 
op Nursery School, and local proj¬ 
ects such as the purchase of equip¬ 
ment for the handicapped, as well 
as other nationally-known cam¬ 
paigns. 

During the interim between 
meetings the Pool is administered 
by a standing committee and the 
current bookkeeper, a position 
which rotates monthly among the 
members. The bookkeeper pro¬ 
vides the necessary sitters for the 
month and keeps a record of the 
hours used and the hours earned 
by each family. Each family is 
permitted up to twelve hours of 
service before it must begin to earn 
time to offset the debit. 

The decision to split the ensuing 
six months’ income between the 
Cooperator and the Child Care Cen¬ 
ter was based on the concurrent 
needs of both groups. At the next 
meeting, which will be due some 
time during the summer, new sug¬ 
gestions will be discussed and new 
arrangements made.

GCS Board Discusses 
Reports on Membership

General Manager Sam Ashelman 
reported to the Board of Directors 
of Greenbelt Consumers Services 
at last Friday night’s meeting that 
the action of the board on expan¬ 
sion had been conveyed to the Kass 
Realty Co. Final papers have not 
yet been signed, pending comple¬ 
tion of the financial arrangements. 
Plumbing and electrical contracts 
for the New Hampshire shopping 
center have already been given out. 
Suggested changes for the drug- 
variety store site made by man¬ 
agement are being incorporated in¬ 
to the building plans. 

The prospect of an additional 
store has already put GCS in a 
.stronger position in the ‘personnel 
field, was Mr. Ashelman’s observa¬ 
tion. The question of a replace¬ 
ment for Bob Broadbent, who will 
be working in the Takoma Park 
Area, came up. The Board learned 
that Mrs. Dorothy East was making 
home calls on new residents on a 
part-time basis. The possibility of 
employing another person on a 
part-time basis to make follow-up 
calls was discussed. Ben Rosen- 
z'.voig.mad^ a mnVnn for manage¬ 
ment to proceed in the direction of 
employing another person in the 
area of consumer education. 

A director asked about the pos¬ 
sibility of issuing credit cards for 
the purchase of gasoline at the 
service station. It was pointed out 
that Standard Oil Co. makes pay¬ 
ment to its Esso Service Stations 
on credit issued. GCS purchases 
gasoline from Southern States 
Co-op which does not have such an 
arrangement. 

Walter Bierwagen, President, 
Henry Walter, Treasurer, and Ben 
Rosenzweig, Membership chairman, 
read the reports they will present 
March 7. The board commented 
on the reports, offering criticisms 
and suggestions. 

The Board considered the first 
quarterly budget and adopted it by 
motion. 


Local Gun Club Takes 
Fair Share Of Honors 

Two award plaques and a dozen 
individual medals were won by 
Greenbelt Gun Club members who 
fired in the Tenth Annual D. C. 
Smallbore Rifle Championship 
matches held at the University of 
Maryland on February 23. About 
3.3 organizations from 15 States 
participated in this competition 
which was run by the D. C. Marine 
Corps HQ Club in collaboration 
with the University. 

One of the three teams entered 
by the GGC in the prone-kneeling- 
standing matches won first place in 
Class “C”; the local women’s team 
won the all-prone women’s match. 
In the latter, Ruth Morgan and 
Shirley Hodgson of the Greenbelt 
group also won top and second 
places among all female contest¬ 
ants, with scores of 300 and 299 re¬ 
spectively. Others on the GGC wo¬ 
men’s team were Violet LeRoy, 
Mildred Kern, and Virginia Rob¬ 
inson. 


Red Cross Fund Drive 

Mrs. Charles Orleans, chairman 
of the 1951 Red Cross drive for 
funds in Greenbelt, and her hus¬ 
band attended the broadcast from 
Washington of the Theatre Guild 
on the Air Sunday night presented 
by United States Steel for the Red 
Cross. The play presentd was '‘Fa¬ 
ther of The Bride” with Spencer 
Tracy, Joan Bennett and Elizabeth 
Taylor. Present were the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States, Mrs. 
Truman and their daughter Mar¬ 
garet, as well as many other na¬ 
tionally known persons. Mrs. Or¬ 
leans said that the Secretary of 
Defense, wffio gave the address, 
stressed the value of the volunteer 
worker in Red Cross and the im¬ 
portance of the present fund drive 
in the defense work of the nation. 

At the present time in Greenbelt 
the Red Cross has two first aid 
classes under way and tw^o other 
classes just completed. Other 
classes are being contemplated. 
The County Chapter at present is 
conducting a total of thirty-two 
Red Cross first aid classes and has 
announced plans for organizing a 
daytime class in connection with 
its Nurse’s Aide Training Program. 
The training will include 40 hours 
of basfc class work and another 
40 hours of supervised practice and 
applicants should be between ages 
of 18 and 55, have a high school 
education or equivalent and must 
pass a physical examination. Any¬ 
one interested .should call the 
County Chapter House at WArfield 
^ 400 . 

Volunteer workers are now busy 
in Greenbelt, collecting funds to 
make Greenbelt’s quota of $825.00 
AH of the Women’s organizations 
in the Community are cooperatiing 
in this work and will contact each 
home, their goal 100% of the fami¬ 
lies in Greenbelt contributing to 
the Red Cross.

Community Men Plan 
Expansion Of Program 

Over a hundred enthusiastic men 
attended the Community Men’s din¬ 
ner at the Community Church last 
night to hear Congressman Brooks 
Hays (D. Ark.) speak. James T. 
Gobbel, ex-Greenbelter and former 
city manager, introduced the Con¬ 
gressman, wffio, tall and urbane in 
bow-tie and horn-rims, convulsed 
the audience with story after story 
—all told in a soft, pleasing south¬ 
ern drawl. 

Then, growing serious, he stress¬ 
ed the importance of religion in our 
lives and the basic role wffiich it 
plays in human relations. “The 
first challenge of our Christian 
statesmen,” he pointed out, “is to 
build a stable world, based on non¬ 
violence and justice.” A forceful, 
dynamic speaker. Hays touched 
upon the menace of Communism 
and emphasized the need for more 
unity among the free nations and 
among our own people. 

Afterwards, Reverend Braund 
called for an expansion of the Com¬ 
munity Men’s affairs to encompass 
all the religious denominations in 
town, in a true spirit of brother¬ 
hood. This proposal was accepted 
unanimously, and Charles Cor- 
macq. Bill Zerwick, Curtis Barker, 
Caldwell Baker, and Tom Canning 
w'ere chosen as a committee to plan 
further affairs. 

A delicious ham dinner was pre¬ 
pared and served by the women of 
various church groups, under the 
direction of Mrs. Thomas Hieber.

May all our columnists be accused oft 
such sins. 

Don’t let the easy style of writing fool you. Mr. Solomon has, 
a broad background in the field of consumer economics. His em¬ 
ployment as a Statistician in the Bureau of Human Nutrition and 
Home Economics, U. S. Dept, of Agriculture, and as Business Econ¬ 
omist in Cost of Living Branch of the U. S. Dept, of Labor has put 
him in contact with a wealth of information. His statements are 
based on careful study of publications of consumer testing or¬ 
ganizations, government publications, and much experimentation 
in family spending. If there is some specific error in the column 
that Mrs. Shaw can point out, this newspaper, and we are sure 
Mr. Solomon, would be glad to hear about it. 

As far as the column being undocumented is concerned, Mr. 
Solomon will furnish documentary evidence on demand— but sure¬ 
ly it would serve no useful purpose to clutter up the column with 
references. One must differentiate between a Phd thesis and 
“breezy” (but beneficial) reading. 

We fail to see any justification for the hint of factionalism in 
the letter. On the contrary, the column has operated on the prem¬ 
ise that the operation of GCS, like other stores in the locality, 
should be under constant examination, with a view to its best serv¬ 
ing consumer interests. Such examination is necessarily piece¬ 
meal. Resources are limited.

On reading through my lease, I 
find No. 17 of Rules and Regula¬ 
tions states—''The tenant shall not 
permit his children to play in, on 
or around public buildings, or in 
any of the driveways, garage areas, 
streets and roads.” Since my yard 
has no hedge on one side and cars 
park five feet from my yard, I built 
a fence to safeguard the lives of my 
small children. 

Mr. Simon has sent me—along 
with others, a letter telling me to 
take down my fence since the lease 
forbids them, and they detract 
from the looks of the community. 
Surely the tovvn office could approve 
one standard type of fence as they 
did for defense housing. Our town 
has had one death because that 
child was in the court and none of 
us wants a repetition of that. 
Where a child's life is at stake M 
is certainly of vital concern to 
residents of Greenbelt if Mr. Simon 
refuses to allow' us proper protec¬ 
tion for our children.

LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 
SENSE OR NONSENSE? 

Your policy of welcoming reader 
comment seems to me one suitable 
to a publication supporting cooper¬ 
ative enterprise and mutual better¬ 
ment. 

Hence I should like to state 
openly my own unfavorable re¬ 
action to the “Dollars and Sense” 
column. In it, a smattering of al¬ 
leged facts regarding prices at Co¬ 
op, Safeway and Giant stores is 
somewhat inextricably with rather 
breezy and unsupported opinion on 
nutrition and meal preparation. 
The mixture serves to give one 
reader, at least, the impression that 
the paper represents a faction fight¬ 
ing or at least threatening the ex¬ 
isting cooperatives in Greenbelt. 

Although not yet well-informed 
on the local situation, I approve 
thoroughly of your apparent effort 
to be independent of the specific 
co-ops in Greenbelt, and to be free 
to criticize them from the vantage 
point of the larger movement. But 
I believe this criticism should be 
of a sober, constructive order, back¬ 
ed by editorial consideration, rath¬ 
er than the random presentations 
of a very informal columnist. 

Perhaps you could give us a de¬ 
scription of Co-op methods of 
checking and holding prices in 
line, together with a business-like 
listing of price differences noted 
over a period of weeks at GCS and 
other stores. From information so 
presented, the reader might draw 
his owm conclusions as to “best 
buys” without being influenced by a 
factional feeling of sympathy to¬ 
wards either GCS or The Coopera¬ 
tor itself.
